Of the recent exhibits of grapes, at the ex- 
hibitions of the Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society, and the American Pomological So- 
ciety, none have excited more admiration, or 
attracted more attention than those of the 
new Seedling, exhibited from time to time by 
Mr. Horace Eaton, of Quincy, Mass., and by 
mo. B. Moore & Son. Mr. Mooré Bays of it: 

“On the invitation of Mr. Eaton we visited 7 
his place in the fall of 1882, for the purposc of 
comparing the new Seedling grape(since 
named ‘‘ Haton ”), with the Concord, 
growing in the same grounds. We 
found the Haton healthy and 
vigorous, apparently earlier than 
the Concord, and the quality of f 
the fruit much better.

. . | know heand his friends thought 
1b of much promise, a strong grower, 
good bearer, bunch and berry very large,and 
quality much superior to its parent (Concord) 
and earlier. . . . My experience fully 
confirms his expectations.” 

Mr. Robert Manning, in his notes un new 
fruits, [Trans. Miss. Horticultural Society. 
1879, Part {L.’p. 161], spoxkinz of the spec: 
mens of the Hiaton grape exhibited by Mr. Haton, 
1879, thus describes it: 

‘Bunch very large—of four) exhibited, the largest

“Haton’s Seedling maintains the character 
given it in our last report producing very 
large, handsome bunches, and is of good 
quality."—[ Trans.

14, 1886, we exhibited a number

Two First-class Certificates of 
Merit have been awarded this 
variety by the above named so- 
ciety. Also a Silver Medal at its 
recent meeting. 
“At the Bay State Fair, at Boston, 1886, the 
Katon attracted much attention, and was awarded 
the jirst prize for any variety not named in the, 
schedule.

The leaf was 133 inches 
in extreme diameter, and 10 inches in length; thick, leathery, and the 
under-side thickly covered with a heavy brownish-yellow down more so 
than Moore’s Early. Bunch, very broad, compact, doubled-shouldered; 
berries very large, some as much as one inch in diameter, round, jet-black, 
covered with a heavy blue bloom; adheres firmly to the stem. Seeds 
from one to four, quite large. Skin thin, quite tough, so that it would 
carry well to market. The berries have little of that hard, unyielding 


pulp that characterizes most large grapes. 


Under date of August, 1888, the editor writes:

Of the exhibit made by Jno. B. Moore; at Boston, 1886, the two largest clusters weighed 

29 and 30 ounces respectively. 

The Eaton was figured in the Rural New Yorker of Jan. 23d, 1886, and the following is 

the Editor’s description of it. 


“This grape, (The Eaton). was received from J. B. Moore & Sons, Concord, Mass. The 
cluster weighed one pound. ‘The leaf was 13} inches in extreme diameter, and 10 inches 
in length; thick, le: ithery, the underside thickly covered with a heavy brownish-yellow down, 
more so than Moore's Karly. Bunch very broad, compact, double-shouldered; berries very 

large, some as much as one inch in diameter; round, jet black, covered with a heavy blue 
bloom; adheres firmly to the stem. Seeds from one to four. quite large. Skin thin, quite 
tough, so that it would carry well to market. The berries have little of that hard, unyield- 
ing pulp that characterizes most large grapes.”

The following is an editorial from Rural New Yorker, of Sept. 28, 1889. 


«When the R. N.-Y. from its own trials discovers that a novelty possesses marked merits 
it can not rest until it has done all in its power to bring those merits to the notice of its 
readers. We have frequently alluded to the Katon Grape. Our only specimen was received 
from the late John B. Moore, of Concord, Mass., Oct. 20, 1885. ‘The vine has proven per- 
fectly hardy. as vigorous as the Concord, with lar ger leaves, which are free from mildew, 
continuing healthy until destroyed by frost. It has been a trying season for grapes in this 
locality.. Rose bugs existed in great numbers and so injured the blossoms that few bunches 
of any kind are perfect. The incessent rains have caused most varieties to rot and mildew 
that hitherto have yielded fair crops. There is nut at this time a perfect bunch on our Con- 
cords. Delaware, which usually thrives well here, lost its leaves so early that not a bunch 
will ripen. ‘The Eaton has ripened perfectly and its season seems to be a few days earlier 
than the Concords. The berries hold well to the stems; they neither mildew nor crack more 
than the Concord though of the largest size The skin of the berry is just like that of the 
Concord or Worden—neither firmer nor more tender. The pulp is less than that of Con- 
cord or Worden, and that is not so tough. ‘The berry is for the most part juice—not of a 
high quality; not so sweet as that of Concord, but free, or nearly so, of the foxy flavor of 
that popular variety. We would lay stress upon the following characteristics: Health and 

vigor of vine; size of berry; size of bunch. ‘The berries cling firmly to their peduncles. 
The bunches and berries average larger than those of any hardy, healthy black grape ever 
grown here. It pee a few days. (say three) before the Concord. Finally, we would 
commend a trial of this erape to all of our readers, since we have found by 15 years of ex- 
perience that those grapes which thrive in this valley will thrive in almost any section of 
country where grapes are grown. 


T. S. Hubbard says: We have seen Eaton growing and in bearing by the side of Concord, 
Worden, and Moore’s Early. We think it as healthy, hardy, productive and vigorous as 
Concord; its habit of growth however, perhaps more nearly resembling Moore’s Early than 
Sonecord, and ripening about same time or a little earlier than Concord. The favorable re- 
ports of its health by side of Concord, when the latter variety rotted badly lead us to hope 
t may prove much more exempt from rot than Concord. Stranger things have happened 
than that the Eaton should at some future time be more popular and more extensively 
planted than Concord.

For field culture plant 8 ft.apart each way for most varieties, a few slow 
growers like Deleware, Lady etc. can be profitably planted from 4 to 6 feet 
apart in the row, for trellises, to obtain the best results, plant not over four 
feet apart, plant ro to 12 inches deep, shorten roots about one-third, straight- 
en out nicely and see that they are always wet when planted and cover 
with fine mellow soil. Cut the vine back to three buds when planted and 
also the first season after planting. The second season if vine has made 
a good growth, 2 canes from 4 to 6 feet long may be trained up for fruit. 

Sometimes when vines make a very strong growth the first season, a little 
wood may be left for fruit the next season without injury to the vine, it is 
safer however not to fruit them untilthe second season after planting. After 
the third season the most prevalent way of trimming is to cut back the 
old wood every year to within a foot of the ground and training up from this 
point from 3 to 4 canes, (according to the growth it has made,) this is call- 
ed the fan system on account of the vine resembling the shape of a fan when 
tied up. There are several other systems in vogue however such as the 
tree system, kniffen system etc. etc. 

VARIETIES. 

We have omitted many varieties in this list, some of which have proven 
nearly or entirely worthless, while others have been superceded by newer sorts 
that are an improvement in every way on their predecessors. It is difficult for 
‘us to recomend varieties for you to plant, as many varieties succeeding in 
one locality fail in other places. Among the better known and tested hardy 
sorts likely to succeed over the largest extent of territory, we recommend the 
following as the cream of the list. Agawam, Brighton, Concord, Deleware, 
Empire State, Jessica, Lindley, Lady, Martha, Moore’s Early, Niagara, Pock- 
lington, Ulster Prolific, Vergennes, Woodruff Red, Worden, and Wyoming 
Red. Many other varieties are also well worthy of cultivation and among 
the new varieties that have already established a strong claim to recogni- 
tion we would mention prominently the Eaton, Moore’s Diamond and Moy- 
er: Each has particular merits to recommend it.

For small gardens they may be planted as close as two and one-half 
feet by four feet. _ Raspberries grow new wood each year for the next vears 
fruiting, after fruiting all old wood should be cut out also the weakest canes 
of the new growth leaving from 4 to 6 of thé best canes for. the next years 
crop. During the summer as fast as the new canes make a growth of about 
three feet it is advisable to pinch off the tops, this will cause them to throw 
out laterals and make strong stocky plants.

IMPROVED DWARF JUNEBERRY. 


The Juneberry is one of the most valuable berries. The wood is hard and firm and endures 
the extremes of climate without injury. Its leaves are a dark, glossy green, the plant propo- 
gates from suckers. The flower appears about the same time as those of the apple. The fruit is 
borne in clusters like the currant and ripens in June. Its size equals the wild Gooseberry; 
shape, round; color, reddish purple at first and becomes a blueish black when fully ripened. 
Its flavor approaches the Huckleberry, a mild, very rich sub-acid. Perfectly hardy not being 
injured by wet, cold or dry weather, and needs no special treatment. 


CURRANTS. 


For field culture they may be planted in rows 6 feet apart and three feet 
apart in the row. Another very desirable way is to plant 4 feet apart each 
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way, this allows of cultivation with a horse each way and materially reduces 
the hand labor. They require but very little pruning, occasionally it 1s 
necessary to thin out a few canes in the centre to keep the bush open and 
also cut off straggling canes around the outside that are a hindrance to 
close cultivating. An application of powdered white Hellebore is an eifect- 
ual and very cheap remedy for the currant worm; its use has become general 
among currant growers. Two year old plants generally bear the first season 
after planting.
